With 
lightening speed all the three constables took cover. There- 
upon the armed extremists opened lire on them with pistols 
and sten-gun. The Police personnel also returned the fire but 
the ammunition of Shri Sawmzuala and Shri Vanhnuaithanga 
got exhausted and they became virtually defenceless. Shri 
Thanzuala continued firing from his sten-gun and with his 
determination and accurate firing the extremists were forced 
to take to their heels. While running away they dropped one 
gun and some ammunition. In the encounter constable Vanh- 
nuaithanga received a bullet injury on his left palm but in 
spite of the injury he continued chasing the extremists in the 
midst of heavy cross fire.

RESOLUTION 

No. 4/2/8 1-EPZ. — Government had set up two free trade 
zones, one at Kandla (Gujarat) in 1965 and the other at 
Santacruz (Maharashtra) in 1973, While the Free Trade 
Zone at Kandla permitted the setting up of any type of 
industrial unit solely for the purpose of export, the Santacruz 
Electronics Export Processing Zone (SEEPZ) Scheme was 
restricted for units pertaining to electronics industry. 

2. Government have recently announced a new scheme of 
100% export oriented units anywhere in the country with the 
extension of most benefits excepting notably the tax holiday 
and the provision of infrastructure which arc derived by units 
in Free Trade Zones. The response for the scheme so far 
has been encouraging but it would be premature to judge its 
effectiveness or otherwise at this stage. 

3. The progress of the two Free Trade Zones was slow in 
the initial stages but there has been a significant' improvement 
in 1980-81 so far as Kandla Free Trade Zone (KAFTZ) is 
concerned. However, the progress at SEEPZ has continued 
to be rather slow during 1980-81. Some of the reasons for 
the tardy growth of units in the Free Trade Zones are various 
handicaps including absence of fiscal benefits, customs clear- 
ance and administrative problems. The slower growth in 
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SEEPZ, in particular, is also attributed to the restrictions im- 
posed in disallowing non-clectronic units in, the Zone. It has 
also been said that compared to the Free Trade Zones in 
other parts of the world, which have made rapid strides in the 
past few years, the sum total of facilities available in Free 
Trade Zones are not adequate and attractive enough to attract 
export worthy units on a large scale in these Zones, Even 
though the response under the 100% export oriented scheme 
has so far been encouraging, certain ad minis trative problems 
have come to surface with regard to this scheme. 

4. In view of the problems faced in the working of the 
Free Trade Zones and the scheme of 100% export oriented 
units. Government have decided to set up a high level Com- 
mittee as a Task Force under the Chairmanship of Shri Prakash 
Tandon, President, National Council of Applied Economic 
Research. The constitution of' the Task Force shall be us

(ii) To examine the new scheme of 100% export orient- 
ed production and the facilities granted under that 
scheme with a view to assessing whether these arc 
adequate for encouraging export production. 

(iii) Whether any other set of policy measures is neces- 
sary, particularly in respect of financing of invest- 
ment as well hs production for export. 

(iv) To recommend future strategy regarding export pro- 
duction, keeping in mind the present schemes in 
operation i.e. Free Trade Zones and the scheme for 
100% export production. 

(v) Whether the facilities extended to units in free trade 
zones in India arc comparable to the facilities avail- 
able in free trade zones in other developing coun- 
tries. If not, the specific measures necessary to in- 
crease the attractiveness of free trade zones for 
encouraging exports. 

(vi) What changes should be made in the administrative 
structure, autonomy in decision making and proce- 
dures for expeditious clearance of various kinds so 
as to accelerate the progress of the free trade 
zones. 


(vii) Any other measures that may be considered neces- 
sary for the achievement of the objective tor which 
free trade zones and other similar schemes have 
been formulated such as an examination of infras- 
tructural facilities like inland transport, air cargo 
complexes, financing arrangements, dry port etc. 

6. The travel expenses of Shri P. L. Tandon will be met 
by Government. , Since other members are Government ser- 
vants their travel expenses would be met from the budgets of 
their respective departments/orgamsations.
